LOS ANGELES (AP) Look for a 
scrambled game of political musical chairs 
in California politics following the 
startling resu!ts of Tuesday’s election. 

Some of the glitter i: off the reign of 
Republican Gov. Reagan. He didn’t win 
as big as some thought he would and he 
failed to pull along the legislature for 
which he vigorously campaigned 

Democrat Jess Unruh is left without a 
political power base, but don’t count him 
out. 

Democratic Sen.-elect John V. Tunney 
is already being talked of in Washington 
as a possible figure in future national 
politics after defeating Republican Sen. 
George Murphy and winning more votes 
than Gov. Reagan. 

Los Angeles Dist. Atty. Evelle J. 
Younger now is attorney general-elect, a 
post considered* by some 4 possible 
stepping stone to the governorship and 
Younger has not discouraged talk of a 
possible race in 1974. 

Loss of control in the legislature robs 
GOP Assembly Speaker Robert T. 
Monagan of Tracy of his speakership, in 
all likelihood, and reduces his stature as a 
possible 1974 gubernatorial candidate 

Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke’s respectable 
800,000 vote victory keeps him in the 
1974 GOP sweepstakes running. 


The period between now and the June 
1974 primary will be a hectic one fer the 
Republican party as potential successors 
to Reagan jockey to build up their own 
bases of support and campaign warchests. 

What this is bound to mean 1s the 
beginning of the end of the almost 
spotless unity record in the Republican 
party since the election of Reagan and his 
GOP team in 1966.

Designer Alvin Duskin delivers spontaneous address

“My political career is based upon the 
idea that in a society dominated by 
monetary values the way you gain 
political power is by getting money. So 
that’s what I did. And a year and a month 
ago, | entered the political arena with 
check book in hand.” 

Alvin Duskin has made a fortune 
designing dresses. Now he is trying to 
use that money to redesign California’s 
outdated priorities on environment 

Dressed in a blue work shirt, leather 
jacket, green pants and leather belt, 
Duskin appeared much more like the 
audience which came to hear him 
Wednesday then teacher-turned- 
five-million-dollar-a-year clothing 
merchant. 

Admittedly not speaking on his topic, 
“Our State’s Environmental Crises,” but 
on “subjects I just like to talk about,” his 
discussion began slowly but gained 
momentum and structure as he began 


interjecting comments ranging from 
Women’s Liberation and God: “She is 20 
years old and black, to H.L. Hunt; he 
even thinks Eisenhower was 4 
Communist, and Christianity: “The 
Christians have made Jesus into an 
institution. That is almost what we have 
done to Ralph Nader.” 

Duskin became politically well-known 
when he placed a full page ad in the San 
Francisco Chronicle a year ago to curb 
the commercialization of Alcatraz Island 
by H.L. Hunt. Although he was scoffed at 
by the mayor, “So Mayor Alioto says, 
who is Alvin Duskin to tell us what to do 
with Alcatraz Island. The thing is I'm 
nobody. I'm just a guy who had enough 
money to spend $5,000,” he stopped the 
action. Now he is glad to see Alcatraz 
emptying. “Alcatraz is 4 monument to 
man’s inhumanity to man. It is nice to see 
it crumbling.” 

Spontaneity seemed to pervade and so 
did humor, but many of his remarks were 
of no laughing matter

“The problem with Senators and 
Assemblymen is that they can’t read. 
They are largely illiterate people. . .you 
can buy people very cheaply. For three 
thousand dollars you can buy a Senator 
or Assemblyman, or you can buy them 
off with hunting trips and whores. That's 
called lobbying.” The audience laughed at 
his wit but stopped laughing later when a 
member of the audience asked, “But how 
do the people buy an assemblyman?” 

His answer was “you can't buy him. 
You can only make him honest. . .you 
can influence him by shame or 
humiliation.” 

Duskin was in keeping with other 
ecologists who feel that it is the job of 
big business and government to solve the 
problems in our environment since they 
were monumental in creating them. He is 
tired of companies such as Union Oil 
blaming the problems of pollution on the 
“people” in California. “I, for one, will 
not share in that guilt. The environmental 
crisis is all of our concern.”

DESPL RATE IDEALISM 


The more and more frequent cries for reform trom virtually every 
sector of society are not cries of indignation, though not of despair. 
They are-cries, rather, of a See idealism which should awaken the 
more compromised and indifferent society to the realization that to 
submit to change is not a weakness—but a sign of strength, courage and 
wisdom in order to preserve the human values and freedoms man has so 
painfully achieved over the centuries. 

Certainly this is not radical, nor is it sentimental idealism engendered 
from a false mystique of youth. Rather, it is a belief in the ideals which 
the whole cultural tradition represents, and a hope of fulfillment of 
those ideals in our society now. And in a larger sense, it is an encounter 
with the true and larger Self within each man, and with the reality of 
the world around him. 

Nor is it a commitment to mere radicalism in one or the other culture 
groups; rather, it is a commitment to the fundamental traditional values 
“this country is founded upon—the individual and not the corporate 
body is foremost. The plea is for a genuine humanism, not just in the 
thetoric of public agencies or even private enterprises, but in 
subordinating the whole structured system to the needs of each 
individual. 

Not just a belief in the equation of power groups struggling for 
survival, whether in the business world or in the university, but a 
commitment to the task of dialogue and exchange. 

Not a olicy of confrontation or even toleration, but of genuine 
regard for each other. 

Not rule by a majority, but rule by the accumulated minorities—and 
not rule, but freedom to allow the life process to go on within us and 
around us in harmony with out natural earth. 

Let us hope that the world is ready for us to finaily prove that nature 
has not been wasting her time on man, patiently demonstrating the laws 
which should govern our lives—the cycle: of the seasons, the movement 
of objects by forces not only from outside themselves but also from 
within—such is the cosmic process. And such is the humanism of the 
young and old alike, and of real scholars especially—or what is 
scholarship for? 


FREEDOM 


As with the American society at large, so with the American system of 
public education in particular—either we believe in it enough to change 
it, to give it relevancy, to enable it to contribute positively to the 
fulfillment of the life-process, or we leave it the way it is—to perish in 
obstinate and seseatiedins self-destruction 

And finally, if we grant the redeeming alternative for a socia! 
order consistent with a fulfilling educational experience not a terminal 
process, but a LIFE-long growth experience, one further proposal ts ir 
order—that we refrain from DOING too much, we need no more gutted

(“Guerilla” is the name of their 
latest booklet), and presenting the 
children’s puppet shows in public 
schools for free. The troupe now 
appeals to outside sources for 
funds and grants in order to create 
more productions and to provide 
for more free community activity.
